The firſt which appcar'd was,that ſom 
yeers after Drutna's Monarch (then rcg- 
nant) came to his throne, by the advice 
of the Sages and approvedſt Lawyers of 
that Kingdom, ther was an A of Rewe- 
cation pals'd, wherby ſom things which 
had inſcnſibly flippd away trom the 
Crown and Church into ſome of the 
great ones hands were reſumed and ad- 
ded to the royall de{means ; and hence 
iſſued the firſt ſymptom of diſcontent. 

Not lo yu the Royall Ote _ 
informed of the mcan condition © 
the Tews in that Foreſt which have a carc 


of the nobleſt part of the rationall crea- | 
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rurc, and being told what poor pirtan- 


* | ces or rather benevolences they had, and 
for thoſe alſo how they depended upon 
the pleaſure of the Lair , By a ſpeciall 
Commiſſion to that end, hee found a 
way tO —_— and accrrain thoſe ſala- 


rics upon firm rents, wherby the Yenes 
were Gen from that ſcrvile kind of cli- 
entcle and dependency they had upon 
the Elmes and Peplars : Whence fom 
obſcrv'd what monſters of inzraritude, 
and what cnemics ro themſcifs thoſe 
foolith Tees grew to be afterwards, to 
combine and bandy rogcther ſo cagerly 
againſt thcir Royall Sovcraign who had 
deſcrv'd ſo well of them, and by virulent 
ſeditious preachments and paſquils rocer- 
rupt thc hearts of his ſubjects azainſt him. 
Thirdly, whcras the meancr fort of 
Poplars and trees of the ficld who wcre! 
bound to pay tithes to the Impropriator 
or Lords of the Eref/0n (as they term'd 
<hecm) were much incomoded becarl. 
they could not take in their corn till the 
Lord had fetch'd away his rich, which he 
would ſomrimes delay of purpoſe to 
ſhew his paſhon or power, wherby the 
whole crop, for not taking advantage 
of the wearhcr, oftimes ſuftcr'd : Hts 
Ma- 
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Majcity , tor redrcfle of hover 
jet, appoinced ccrrain Commilioners; 
who found a legall and indifferent way 
to purchaſe thote tithes, and bring the 
Impropriator to take a pecuniary fer 
rent, which was an .advantage to him 
alſo by reaſon of the certainty of it. 

Som of the Elmes finding that the reſ- 
pett or ſcrvirude rather wherin the Tew, 
and mcancr fore of Trees had been for- 
merly oblig'd unto them was hcrby lef- 
len'd, did tacicly murmur ; And hence 
iſucd ancther diſcontent. 

Laſtly, The Cardenian was cvcr ns d 
to have their King perſonally reſident a- 
mong them, and to be frequent and fa- 
miliar with hum.

Ther wanted not likewiſe amongſt 
them ſom amphil ions Lirds, as the Bar- 
nacle which is neither fiſh nor fowle, and 
the cunning Bat who fomtimes profeſ- 
ſeth himſelf a bird, ſamtimes a mcuſe; 
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jlam loth to ſay ther were ſom Pephls- 
an birds among them who arc 
wwe to heave dewble hearts : Bur tus 
certain that in theſe confuſions ther were 
ſom ominous malewolent birds, and ma- 
ny of chem ſo young that they were 
ſcarce fleldg'd, who like the waſp inthe

ceſſor retains the ſamegenius to this day 
by the late peace, notwithſtanding the 
many knors that were in the thing, 
which he ſuddenly concluded ; for al- 
though ſix abſolur Princes were intc- 
reſsd in the quarrell, and that they had 
all juſt prerences, yer rather than they 
would dilaniat the cntrailes of their own 
Mother their native Countrey, and ex- 
poſe Her therby to be raviſh'd by Tra- 
montanes, they met halt way and compli- 
ed one with another in a gallant kind 
freedom though cvry one bore his ſhare 
of ſom inconvenience ; Oh that my 
Children would be mov'd by this ſo fca- 
ſonable example of the Bom/ ycinmrany who 
among other of his characters isfaid to 
be wile « prior: before the blow is gi- 
ven. 

I defire my gracious King to conſi-
